While work was proceeding subsequently the 
enemy attacked us in force, and, after being 
peaten off several times, they finally recap- 
tured the position, holding it in spite of two 
counter-attacks. On the following day we again 
ocoupied it without opposition. Our total 
casualties was 280, including two British officers 
killed and eight others wounded. The enemy 
casualties were very heavy. Our captures in- 
cluded two Lewis guns.
